BRUSSELS, Belgium (AP) « 


Foreign Secretary Paul Martin 
of Canada called on the United 
States today to risk as much in 
a gamble for peace in Vietnam 
as it has risked for war, 


the appeal took oh additional 


importance 
because 
it 
was 


made in the presence of 14 for- 
eign ministers Jn the Council of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization, including Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk. 


Rusk spoke after Martin, but 


a conference source said he did 
not respond to the Canadian's 
statement. 


"The timo has come," Martin 


said, "to risk as much in gam- 
ble for peace, and we know it 
would be a gamble, as has al- 
ready been risked in ever-wid- 
ening attempts at a military so- 
lution," 


Martin offered Canada's "un- 


restricted help" in the execution 
of any useful formula for ending 
the war. 


Rusk and Martin have bid 


two meetings on Vietnam in 
Brussels this week and are ex- 
pected to have another Thurs- 
day before they both leave for 
home. 


The ministers were meeting 


today to consider prospects for 
making NATO a forum for the 
exploration and coordination of 
plans for getting along with the 
Soviet Union.

rates designed to bring in an ad- 
ditional $900 million annually, 


Next Jan. 7 regular 
mail 


stamps will go from 5 to 6 cents, 
airmail from 8 to 10 cents, post 
cards from 4 to 5 cents and air- 
mail cards from 5 to 8 cents. 


Third class mail will go from 


2,875 cents to 3.5 cents and to 4 
cents In July 1969. But the rate 
for 
the first 250,000 pieces 


mailed in any year will be 3.8 
cents. 


Second-class rates, covering 


newspapers and magazines, will 
go from 1 cents to 1.1 cents next 
year under the minimum rate, 
then to 1.2 cents In 1969 and 1.3 
cents in 1970. 


This legislation also includes 


a provision to ban any more hir- 
ing of relatives by congressmen, 
federal judges, postmasters and 
other federal officeholders. 


The $4.1 billion spendlng-cut

May Defend 
Hershey 
Reluctantly

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department may even- 
tually find Itself defending in 
court an action by draft chief 
Lewis B. Hershey with which it 
disagrees. 


The 
situation 
could result 


from several suits—the princi- 
pal one filed by the National 
Student 
Association— challeng- 


ing Lt. Gen. Hershey's recom- 
mendation 
that 
local 
draft 


boards strip deferments from 
persons who Interfere with the 
inducting process. He urged the 
boards to declare such persons 
draft delinquents, making them 
subject to priority induction into 
the service. 


It was this policy, announced 


by Hershey in an Oct. 26 letter 
to draft boards, that brought 
him into conflict with Atty. Gen. 
Ramsey Clark. 


Justice Department officials 


have said Hershey's proposal Is 
both unconstitutional and con- 
tary to Selective Service law. 


The department is said to feel 


that if an individual is guilty of 
a crime such as destroying a 
draft card or Interfering with 
the draft, he should be prosecut- 
ed in court rather than subject- 
ed to immediate Inductiion. 


The National Student Associa- 


tion, with campus units at 335 
U.S. colleges, is seekinga feder- 
al district court Injunction in 
Washington to prevent Hershey 
or local draj't boards from en- 
forcing his directive. 


It also asks, that all Selective 


Service regulations dealing with 
classification of registrants as 
delinquent be declared unconsti- 
tutional. The aesociation

ald M. Fraser, D-Minn., "the 
President has to be judged on 
his total record—not only Viet- 
nam- and over-all I think the 
President has a tremendously 
impressive record." 


A second factor in the think- 


ing of the Vietnam "doves" is 
that Sen. Robert F. Kennedy.D- 
N Y., despite his protestations 
of noncardidacy, may eventual- 
ly wind up in the Democratic 
race as the major anti-Johnson 
candidate.

I thought Mr. Johnson struck 


the high note of a statesman and 
a groat national leader In this 
passage. 


But the first half of his speech 


was less 
fortunate, soliciting

The Presi- 
dent recited a long list of social 
benefits flowing out of federal 
policies —but IIP neglected to 
tell his friends that none of these 
projects lias been paid for.
